After Foot Hundred Years.

The proposed emigration of 60,000 Russian 
Jews to Spain represents a strange turn of 
fortune’s wheel. “In 1492,” says an old 
Spanish historian, “the Catholic sovereigns, 
who had long been desirous to cleanse their 
kingdom from the stain of Judaism, at last 
put their bands to the work. They had at va­ 
rious times previously assembled for this pur­ 
pose the most learned and experienced men 
of their states, but, although zeal for religion 
had persuaded the expulsion of the Jews, the 
profit obtained from them by taxes had al­ 
ways inclined the balance the other way. 
Now, however, sacrificing every temporal in­ 
terest to the glory of religion and to the 
preservation of purity of blood among the 
nobility of Spain, they resolved to expel 
them all." As to the process of expulsion, 
“one cannot Imagine what these miserable, 
blinded creatures had to suffer in the course 
of their exit from Spain.” Those especially 
who crossed to Africa were cruelly ill-treated 
by the Moors, “an excellent remedy,” contin­ 
ues Ferreras, “devised by God to open the 
eyes of a vast multitude of these poor blind 
ones, who were thus led by suffering to see 
the errors of the false religion they professed, 
so that many of them returned to Spain to 
ask for the holy water of baptism.” Such 
were the tender mercies of the Spanish 
church and state in 1492. One could wish 
that among the purgatorial explanations of a 
Torqueinada or a Ferdinand might be includ­ 
ed the perusal of a half dozen Spanish papers 
on the subject of the proposed return of the 
Jews in 1881. Among the Carlist and Ulna- 
montane prints they would still find matter 
quite to their minds. 
But the mass of 
Spaniards are on tiptoe to welcome the 60,- 
000 Israelites who last week made their peti­ 
tion for admission to the Spanish ambassador 
at Constantinople. The conservative papers 
are anxious that the affair should not be re­ 
garded as a trinmph for the Ministerialists 
over the Canovists ; the radical papers see the 
humorous side of things; one and all are un­ 
easily conscious that other nations have pro­ 
fessed to find the Jews “difficult;” but above 
everything there seems to hover the sense tlmt 
something lost Is about to be recovered, some 
long unsettled balance restored.

Mr. William Nues, who has been prospect­

Nues walked three miles to the cabin of Mr. 
Sam Isabel, in thé valley. A messenger wras 
at once dispatched for Dr. Shoemaker, who 
left Immediately for Isabel’s ranch. The 
.ioctor found the man In a terrible condition, 
leing one mass of wounds from which the 
blood was flowing in streams. The man was 
conscious and told the story of the awful 
struggle to the doctor while be prepared to 
bind upjils wouijds. No chloroform was ad­ 
ministered and during the operation, occupy­ 
ing nearly six hours, the man remained 
conscious, and never complained by eyen a 
murmur. 


The doctor states that he took .fifty-two 
stitches in the fiéad and face alone, and never 
Ù &li blk experience did he witnfesS ;so much 
nerve and fortitude as was shown by this man 
during the sewing up of his wounds. This 
jnorning the patient was still alive, but Dr. 
Shoemaker states that he can-hardly recover. 
Mr. Nues s&ÿs that the old bear was accompa­ 
nied by two cubs of ¿bout one month growth. 
He stated that his'pick was almost within 
reach. but he was unable to get to it before 
the bear had him in its clutches. Mr. Nues is 
a widower with two children and lives on a 
ranch, the third one from the cheese factory 
toward the range.

Ten versts outside of its 
walls they have built palaces ot winter and 
summer pleasure, whera they maintain as a 
lucrative occupation ?.ll the free fancies of 
their ancient life. 
Ty these palaces the pleas­ 
ure-loving population of Moscow ¡ swarm the 
yea« »ion»In ten- m ;ii xyr>irftte cnifertoijpncnt. 
Among the women of these g-ypsiys aré beau­ 
ties of the rarest vype, and* the 'type is not 
uncultivated. 
But the beauty seems almost 
malign. 
The race is over vital. 
There is in 
it a vigor, an intensity and concentration 
moie than the ordinary hunan. 
The exquis­ 
ite voices and lustrous eyen of the belles to be 
met at these suburban palaces attract like 
those of sirens. 
No wonder that they not in­ 
frequently carry off capt: ves in marriage 
even the best representatives of the young 
male nobility of Moscow. 
Prince Paul Tru- 
binski a few years since took, after a trouble­ 
some wooing, the handsomest maiden of the 
Muscovite gypsy race for his bride, and was, 
for a time at least, the envied of all Moscovite 
young nobles.

Shot in the Liver.

Twenty-nine years ago Mr. Johu M. Perry, 
the managing editor of the North American, 
of thi3 city, was shot in almost precisely the 
same mauner as President Garfield was 
wounded. 
He was in St Louis, and the as­ 
sassin fired a t him with a fiye-shooter. The 
ball, a 82 calibre, entered his left side, passed 
through the liver, and then became lost. He 
was removed to the hospital, and the doctors 
probed the wound to the depth of seven 
Inches. Then they concluded the ball had 
rested against the spine, and informed Mr. 
Perry that he could expect to be among the 
angels In not more than three days. The 
lower part of his body became numb and his 
case was considered hopeless. He defied all 
laws of science, and persisted In living over 
three days. 
Then the doctors coolly informed 
Ferry that in niue days he would be food for 
the fishes, which was very assuring to him. 
But like the president he continued to hang 
on until he spent six weeks in the hospital, 
when he arose from his bed and was allowed 
to leave. 


“Now, young man,” said the doctor, when 
he departed, “if you take good care of your­ 
self you may live for a year, but not much 
more.” 


Since the time Mr. Perry has been en­ 
gaged In a herculean effort to take care of 
himself. 
H e has succeeded so far as to re­ 
tain a hold on life for twenty-nine years, 
and the bullet has never passed from his 
body. In cloudy or damp weather he feels 
some Inconvenience and pain, but nothing 
serious. 


On the 30th of June, 1862, General Meade, 
then in command of a brigade of the Penn­ 
sylvania reserves, was severely wounded in 
the battle fought on that day, called Glen­ 
dale, or Frazier’s Farm, near Charles City 
Cross Roads, Virginia. 
He was shot nearly 
through the body, as President Garfield has 
been, and the course of the ball remained a 
matter of doubt until after the death of Gen­ 
eral Meade from pneumonia, In November, 
1872. Then, in the cause of medical science, 
a post-mortem examination waa made by the 
late distinguished surgeon, John Neill, as- * 
sisted by an eminent medical practitioner, 
and it was found that the dangerous shot of 
ten years before had pierced the liver.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , July 21.— The cases of the 
men arrested recently upon the charges of 
conspiring to defraud the government in let­ 
ting star route mail contracts in Arizona have 
been taken up. 
Price, the defendant, said be 
did not know the contractor (Wilev) ancl had 
signed his bond at the request of McDevitt. 
lie said he did own property in Clinton 
comity on which he had become surety. 
H e 
said lie knew Ensign who had also become 
bondsman. 
He hoped there would be no 
trouble about the matter and that lie had 
made a trade for the land in question. 
A t 
tliis point. Acting District Attorney V alentine 
produced certificates proving that the prop­ 
erty claimed by Price 
to -b e worth > 0 5 ,0 0 0 
had been sold for taxes for $124 and not re­ 
deemed since. Ensign told the inspector lie 
owned four improved city properties, but ui>- 
011 investigation it was shown that at the tim e 
of executing the bonds these properties were 
mortgaged beyond their assessed value. 
Wiley, who was the principal or bidder, 
was seen last week by the inspector, and 
upon interrogation stated that Thomas A. 
McDevitt had some time since visited him 
and requested him to bitl for six Star routes 
in Utah, promising at the same time that he 
would furnish sureties and obtain for W iley 
an appointment as route agent. 
W iley was 
not to be bothered with contracts and was to 
be held blameless in case of trouble. 
Four of 
tlie.se contracts were bid for by Wiley, ancl 
were 
awarded, 
to 
him, but 
upon 
his 
failure 
to 
carry 
out 
their 
provisions 
they were raised some seven thousand dollars. 
All communications referring to contracts 
received by Wiley were turned over by him 
to McDevitt. 
When Inspector B arrett re­ 
ported this statement to McDevitt the latter 
said it was all right, but be acted in the m at­ 
ter to befriend Wiley, who was out of em­ 
ployment and who lie thought could obtain 
work in this way. 
Wiley lias not yet been 
arrested, although warrants have been out 
nearly a week. The total amount of surety 
entered on the four .Star route bonds by En­ 
sign and Price was £240,000. 
The certificate 
o't the Philadelphia' postmaster which is 
signed by Jas. T. l.ingliam, assistant post­ 
master, states that diligent and careful search 
has been made and in the opinion of the post­ 
m aster the sworn statement as to responsibil­ 
ity made by Ensign and Price were correct-.

of the killing of Billy “the Kid'’; 
“The last 
buekboard from Ft. Summer brought nevk 
of the killing of the redoubtable Billy “the 
K id.’’ 
When this intelligence was noised 
abroad yesterday morning, there was intense 
excitement throughout Las Vegas. 
Many 
were inclined to doubt the truth of the report, 
but a half dozen business men and citizens 
produced letters from people resident in that 
country in support of the report. 
The state­ 
m ent that Pat Garrett had killed the young 
desperado went far towards confirming the 
report, for if anyone ever killed “the Kid’’ it 
it was acknowledge.i that the nervy Sheriff of 
Lincoln county would be the man to get in 
his work on the young terror 
Late in the forenoon Pat Garrett and sev­ 
eral men from the neighborhood of Sumner 
arrived in the city. 
The tall, silent Garrett 
was the hero of the hour and was lionized 
for the killing that was confirmed by the per­ 
sonal testimony of him who lias forever rid 
the Pecos country and Lincoln county of the 
intrepid outlaw. 
From an interview with Mr. Garrett, ad- 
vb’es from our special coiTespoiHleut, M. Cos­ 
grove, the mail contractor and other authentic 
sources we are able to give the Gazette read­ 
ers a full story of the death of the desperado, 
who, while living under numerous aliases has 
been known the length and breadth of the 
country as “Billy the Kid." 
Sheriff Garrett was written to by Mr. M. S. 
Brazil, who stated that Billy was in the neigh­ 
borhood r . Ft. Sumner, 
lie immediately left 
Lincoln witli two men, John W. Coe and Kit 
McKinney, to hunt: down the outlaw. 
They 
arrived at Sumner about midnight on T ues­ 
day last. 
W ithout any delay Pat and party after dis­ 
m ounting went directly to 
the house of 
Pete Maxwell. 
Knowing where lie slept, Pat 
stepped up to the door of his bed room and 
found it open. 
There were three windows in 
the room, all of which wen- raised. 
Through 
the open door and windows the moonlight 
stream ed into the room, and after posting Coe 
and McKinney as guards outside, Pat walked 
into the loom, 
lie saw Mr.Maxwell lying on 
the bed in the southeast comer of the room 
and G arrett took a seat at the head of tiie 
bed. 
lie asked Mr. Maxwell if he knew the 
w hereabouts of Lhe mail lie was searching for

A t the left of tiie bed, on the same side as 
the door, and between it and the door was a 
window.

w ith iH . Maxwell-when sjme one came to the 
door. 
T he figure advanced to the bed with a 
butcher knife in his hand. Pat did not recog­ 
nize the midnight visitor, who kept on ad­ 
vancing till lie stood at Mr. Maxwell’s bed­ 
side and near by Garrett, 
lie put his hand 
on the supposed sleeper to louse him, and on 
M axw ell's rising up lie asked, having noticed 
the strange figure, “who is that?” 
T he sheriff knew that voice instantly, but 
not then did lie have any idea that the fellow 
whom lie was after was so near bv. 
ileceiving no answer to his query, Billy 
jum ped away from the bed at the same time 
draw ing liis self-cocking revolver. He had 
not got far from the bed when Garrett, who 
is alw ays cool, no matter how trying the cir­ 
cum stances, rose up and fired.

stru ck “the Kid" in the heart and he fell on 
his back, a dead man.

Blly, who had been in hiding, had crept in­ 
to F t, Sum ner that night. He had gone at 
once to the house of. Mauuella Bowdre, a wo­ 
m an w ith whom one of Billy’s old comporti-en, 
C harlie Bowdre, who was shot when “the 
K id," liudabaugh, Tom Pickett and Billy Wil­ 
son w ere “rounded up” at' Stinking Splines, 
bad lived with for two or three years up to the 
tim e of his death. 
"The Kid” had be< n tm ie 
frequently after making his escape from Lin­ 
coln, and on this fatal'night had gone there 
very hungry. 
There was no meat in the 
house, and he had gone to Mr. Maxwell’s to 
secure some fresh mutton.

When shot lie was 
dressed for iiot weather, in a white shirt, 
draw ers aiul his stocking feet. 
A fter all the misses he has made, and has 
eluded deatli by the closest of close calls, the 
desperado did not die with his boots on. 
A n inquest was held the next day, and as 
lie w as knowai to ail the country, there was 
no doubt that “the Kid” was really dead. 
The forem an of the jury, in a timely commu­ 
nication to tiie Gazette, says: “This news is 
true, fo r I was foreman of the jury of inquest, 
and know it was ‘the Kid’s’ body that we ex­ 
am ined.” 
lie w'as buried just outside the gate of the 
cem etery in Sunmei and a plain head board 
m arks Iris grave, bearing only the words; 
“B illy the K id.” 
The brave man who has put out of the 
w orld this fugitive from justice, cattle thief 
nd m urderer, is deserving of great praise, 
and recognition in a material way for his 
daring. 
Numerous times has the daring 
officer taken his life in his hands and gone 
forth cam paigning against “the Kid” and his 
iris band. 
H e ted the party who rounded up 
the desperadoes at Stinking Springs on tiie 
22d of December last. This implacable pur­ 
suer o f the fellow who has terrorized the 
stockm en to the east and south of us, in 
killing him has won the gratitude of the peo­ 
ple of the entire Territory. Bad as “the Kid” 
w as individually, and he had become des­ 
perate; there were other dangers tiian from 
his unerring aim with either six-shooter or 
W inchester. 
Possessed of great personal 
m agnetism , he was to be feared, for he could 


mnnsliip made him a leader amoug such fel­ 
lows, and “he dared to lead where any dared 
to follmv.”

“Billy the K id” w as in his twenty-fourth 
year, 
lie lias been accused of innumerable 
murders from the firs* when iie shot a man 
for insulting his m other, closing the list with 
Deputy Sheriffs Bell and Olinger, whom he 
killed to regain his liberty, wdien under sen­ 
tence of death, in Lincoln on May 6th. There 
is no knowing how m any men he has killed, 
but at any rate, eleven is a small estimate. 
Ilis career is too w ell known to the people of 
this territory to be dw elt on. 
He was comely in appearance, about 5 feet 
7jv inches tall, slight, muscular figure, blue 
eyes, that had a searching look, and mirrored in 
their piercing intensity, wdien lie was roused, 
the devilish spirit w'ithin him. 
He was a na­ 
tive of New' York City, of Irish parentage, 
ami his real name was W illiam McCarty, al­ 
though lie had been known as Henry Antrim, 
Billy Bonney, etc. 
lie lived in Silver City 
for a time and was engaged in several capaci­ 
ties as a small boy, bu t once lodged in jail for 
petty larceny, after his escape lie kept grow­ 
ing from bad to worse. 
H e was mixed up in 
thftgfeiecjln county war, and was one of the 
niostreaxless of all those who participated in 
that trofible. 
One incident, that will be re­ 
called by many, th at is an index to his dare­ 
devil career, xvas his escape from the Mc- 
Swcen mansion in Lincoln during the Lin­ 
coln war. 
Billy and companions were forced 
to take refuge in the residence of Lawyer 
McSxveen. 
A detachm ent of colored troops 
surrounded it, but even in the face of that he 
refused to surrender. 
The house was set on 
lire, and then filling up his Winchester, he 
started out on a dead run pumping forth a 
stream of lire from bis rifle. 
He was unbann­ 
ed by the bullets that fell fast and thick about 
him, and jumping on a horse made his es­ 
cape. 
Gov. Low ’Wallace once made an appoint­ 
ment with him, and Billy met him at uiid- 
light in an out of rlie way place in Lincoln 
ounty. 
The governor offered him clemency 
if lie would testify against several men then 
in custody, w ho are supposed to have been 
one pf the .James boys and several noted out­ 
law's. 
Billy promised to appear against them, 
his testimony being ju st what was needed, 
but he failed to keep his word. 
A fter his arrest at Stinking Springs, lie was 
confined in the Santa Fe jail for three months, 
till taken to Mesilla for trial for the murder 
of Deputy Sheriff Win. Brady during the Lin­ 
coln county war. 
H e was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to he hanged in Lincoln, May loth, 
md was taken there under a strong guard. 
But he managed a week before the time ap­ 
pointed for the execution to in some way gain 
possession of Deputy Sheriff Beil’s revolver 
and killed him. 
He th e 
shot Bob Olinger, 
his other guard, “stood ou " the whole town, 
and forced a man to harness a mule for him, 
and rode out of town. 
From that time till 
his deatli he had hidden about Ft. Sumner. 
lie was probably the best shot in the west, 
and he had an all-abiding faith in his Win­ 
chester ami six-shooter. 
The territory is 
better for his death, and no more will lie dep- 
n-dale and lead others to commit depreda­ 
tions. 
His step-father resides in Silver City 
and lie lias a sister in Santa Fe, but lie w'as 
bound to no one by ties however slight, and 
died as lie lias lived these past few years with 
his hand against everyone.

Than Slay the Czar 
Kills Himself, 
N e w Y o k k , Ju ly 21.—The Herald's Paris 
dispatches say th at our St. Petersburg corres­ 
pondent telegraphs to-night fresh particulars 
concerning the recent plot laid to assassinate 
the czar. M. Baronotf, chief of police, had re­ 
ceived an anonymous letter stating that on 
the 13tli of Ju ly the em peror of Itussia xvas 
to be assassinated. 
T he letter contained 
nothing more. 
Baronotf made inquiry in 
every direction, and ascertained that a young 
student had committed suicide under extra 
ordinary circumstances. 
Having first run 
himself through with a sw ord xvithout having 
injured a vital part, and then lodged a bullet 
from a revolver in his left temple, and then 
finding .himself stiJI alive tired again in yie 
temple and in the gaping xvound made by his 
sword. 
This determ ined suicide awakened 
M. 
Baronotf's suspicious. 
He found the 
man apparently dead, but hi fact still breath­ 
ing and iu a swoon. 
Bau.r.off by the aid jf 
doctors caused the student to come 
ids 
senses and to speak. 
T he student declared 
that lie had formed part of a secret society 
of twenty nihilists who had all sxvorn to kill 
the emperor. 
They had ail drawn lots and it 
hud lalleu to his lot to carry out the plan of 
assassination on the '13th of July. 
Nineteen 
daggers were suspended over liis head and 
his brother nihilists sw ore to kill him if he 
should show the slightest hesitation, but not- 
xvitl islanding this threat his heart failed him 
and he lesolved to die by his own hand. Be­ 
fore committing suicide lie had written Bar- 
onoif with the conviction that one of his fel­ 
low conspirators would immediately take his 
place. The student lived till the 18th of July 
bcfoie bieathing his last. 
lie revealed the 
names of his brother nihilists, xvho have all 
been secured by the police.

A very considerable quantity of rain 
has fallen and reports from outside the city 
indicate, th at there liax'e been many deaths 
from lightning strokes and the storm lias 
been wide spread and some times disastrous 
to property and crops.

Matters at the Mint. 
Wa s h in g t o n , Ju ly 21.—The treasury de­ 
partm ent to-day purchased 130,000 ounces of 
line silver for delivery at the Philadelphia, 
Sim Francisco and New O rleans mints. The 
mint has prepared a circular for the purpose 
of ascertaining the am ount of gold and silver 
used in manufucturies and arts in the United 
States during the last fiscal year. 
It calls for 
the amount of United States coins melted and 
worked up, fine bars used and foreign coin, 
dust and old m anufactured articles made into 
new work. 
The answers last year shoxved 
that tcere had been an aggregate of $12,098,­ 
363 used.

SILVER LEGISLATION REVIEWED. 


In the silver conference xvhicli lias just 
closed the United States xvas esteemed as one 
of the strongest portions of the financial 
xvorld. Europe sees that she needs the co-op­ 
eration of America in any huge financial 
measures. 
In 1S73 xvlien the law demonetiz­ 
ing silver xvas passed it erealrd little notice as 
tliis policy did not effect the value of silver. 
To-day the United States can take no step in 
silver legislation xx’hich xxill not create im­ 
mense interest abroad. 
T he U nited States 
now holds more gold than any other country 
except, possibly, England. It is also quite ap­ 
parent that in the deliberations of the confer­ 
ence that we occupied the most independent 
position. 
W hile x\re should prefer that the 
•mints of the xvorld should be open for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, still xve can 
stand the present situation better than any 
European 
country. 
For txvo 
year's xve 
liax’e immensely increased the am ount of gold 
on hand at the expense of Europe and gold 
is still coming to us. 
We have no exchanges 
to manage xvhicli put us to a disadvantage.. 
The only injury done is to our m ining inter­ 
ests. W ith the general free and unlim ited 
coinage of silver, the value would be raised 
and thus increase the net proceeds of our 
mines. 
But this can hardly be considered a 
disadvantage. 
A t the present price of silver, 
there is sufficient speculation in silx’er mines 
for a healthful condition of affairs. 
In case 
of a rise in value, this will accrue to this 
country as the silver produced stays here. 
In Ernime it U different. 
H er gold is rapidly 
going out of the country and she is left with 
a lines of silver coin xvhicli xvill he at a dis­ 
count of fifteen per cent, in paying foreign 
exchanges. 
England would like a change be­ 
cause of her A siatic colonies. 
Germany is 
far from being on a sound financial basis and 
wants tho f»-«o coinage of silver so as to dis­ 
pose of her immense quantities oi silver lying 
idle in her vaults. 
While this splendid showing for our country 
is a matter of congratulation, it m ight be xveli 
to look back at our silver legislation and see 
lioxv wise and beneficial it lias been. 
A t the 
beginning of this agitation in 1879 there were 
really three parties on 
this question 
in 
this 
country. 
There 
xvas 
the 
extreme 
silver party, represented by the greenback 
element xvhicli demanded the remonetization 
of silver xvitli its free and unlim ited coinage. 
A second party of conserx’atix'e and intelli­ 
gent bimetallists desired the remonetization 
of silx'er, but opposed the policy of free and 
unlimited coinage. 
A third party beliex'ed in 
the gold standard and opposed absolutely re­ 
monetization of silver. 
Our legislation em­ 
bodied more nearly the views of the second 
party, though this party xvould noxv stop for 
a while the coinage of silver until there is a 
more definite 
understanding among 
the 
bimetallic 
countries. 
To 
the 
xvisdom 
and 
intelligence 
of 
this 
party 
the 
country owes its present enviable position. 
Had the policy of the first party been adopted, 
it xvould have been more fatal than the adopt­ 
ion of the policy of the monoinetallists. 
T he 
surplus silver of Europe xvould have taken 
the place of our gold. 
The balance of trade 
xvhicli has been pouring gold into our coffers 
xvoulclhave sent silver instead. 
T he result 
as predicted by Cernusclii and other French 
bimitallists, xvould have been to virtually m ake 
us a monometallic silx'er country. 
If this 
were thp case, xve should have been of as lit­ 
tle importance in this recent conference as 
Austria or India and other single|standard sil­ 
ver countries. 
This country xvould-4have 
been 
compelled 
to 
stand 
all 
the 
loss 
caused 
by 
the 
depreciation 
of 
silver xvhicli is now being sustained by Ger­ 
many, France and England,- nnd xvould have 
immediately put these countries at our own 
expense on a solid gold financial basis. 
In .a 
xvord, we should have benefited others 
our 
oxvn expense. 
The adoption of the gold 
standard policy xvould have xvorked lis Jess 
harm. The products of our silver 'm ines 
would have been less valuable. B ut we should 
have had as much gold as xve noxv hold, and 
xvould haye occupied as influential a position 
as England did.-

But instead xve adopted the conservative 
policy by declaring this country bim etallic 
xvithout providing for the free coinage of sil­ 
ver, and thus xvere saved from the perils 
which liax'e surrounded India and threaten 
France. This policy xvas pursued in spite of 
a greenback majority in the house xvhicli fa- 
x’ored the original Bland bill, and twice x'oted 
for the free and unlimited coinage of silver.

A rthur Penrliyn Stanley was born in Alder- 
ley, Cheshire, England, in 1815. 
lie was at 
Rugby tho favorite student of Dr. Arnold. 
He made some return for this affection later 
by publishing two volumes on the life and 
correspondence of his old teacher. 
T his book 
has passed through several editions and been 
translated into several foreign languages, and 
may now- be considered an E nglish classic. 
Ilis school and college days gave am ple prom­ 
ise of the prominence he w as to have as a 
scholar. 
In 1834 he gained a scholarship at 
Baliol college. 
He also took th e Newdegate 
prize for his English poem, “ T he G ypsies,'’ 
the Ireland scholarship and a first class in 
classics. 
He graduated in 1838, and was fel­ 
low tutor for twelve years after. 
D uring this 
time, he was preaching and identified him self 
w ith the liberal party. 
H e prepared his life 
of Dr. Arnold during the period nod publish­ 
ed some sermons, 
in 1851 he w as appointed 
canon of Canterbury. 
From 185G to 1804 he 
was regius professor of ecclesiastical history at 
Oxford. 
His lectures th en delivered on the 
Eastern and Jewish church are still con­ 
sidered standard authorities c u th ese subjects*. 


In 1804 he was appointed dean of W est­ 
minster, and here his great life w ork began as 
the leader of the broad church pai'ty in Eng­ 
land.

Two More Killed - Robbery and Bloodshed 
Near the Black Range. 


From the New Mcxican. 


The Black Range men have just had anoth­ 
er little incident to break the monotony of 
mining talk, and give an interesting topic of 
conversation. Two more men were made to 
bite the dust in Socorro county on Thursday 
and there seems to be very iittie sympathy for 
them. 
Indeed there is very little reason why 
there should be as they were characters not 
very well calculated to advance the interests 
of the country or to heighten the morals of 
the community, besides which the piece of 
work which led to their taking oif was a dirty 
one and should have been summarily pun­ 
ished, as it was. 
The story as near as the re­ 
porter could gather it from a man who came 
up from the scene yesterday afternoon is as fol­ 
lo w s: Some time ago there moved to Grafton, 
one of the towns which have sprang' up in the 
range within the last six months, a Japanese, 
who by his good habits and behavior soon be­ 
came respected and was looked upon as a 
u s e fu l member of the little community. 
He 
came to Grafton from Tombstone, where he 
had worked industriously and secured prop­ 
erty. 
A day or two ago he started from Graf­ 
ton with a two-horse team, intending to drive 
down into Arizona, but had not accomplished 
much of his journey when lie was stopped 
by two men, armed to the teeth and of re­ 
volting appearance. 
The men proved to be 
what their appearance indicated, road agents 
of the worst kind. They at once ordered the 
.J.u.aiuv.c to get down, and threatened to kill 
him. 
The poor fellow begged for mercy, but 
was told that he must die. 
They then tle- 
nanded all the money he had and pro­ 
ceeded to search him. 
The victim readily 
gave up his pile and being unable to light 
them, continued his protestations against their 
contemplated murder. 
He said that all he 
wanted was lif^

His entreaties fi­ 
nally availed and the agents determined to 
spare his life. 
In order, however, to provide 
against further annoyance from him, thev 
bound him to a tree and proceeded with the 
team, goods and money. 
They headed for 
Engel, the railroad station, at which the stage 
line to Chloride now has its terminus. 
The 
robbers were quite friendly with everybody, 
and during their stay they had quite an in­ 
teresting target practice with some Mexicans. 


In the mean time the Japanese, after the 
expiration of several hours, succeeded in re­ 
gaining his liberty, and instead of starting 
out in pursuit of the thieves, and his plunder, 
he hastened to give information of the affair 
to the authorities of Socorro county. 
The 
officers were quick to respond and a sheriff’s 
posse was soon in the field. 
The officers se­ 
cured, by some means, an idea as to the pro­ 
gramme to be carried out by the road agents 
and accordingly secreted themselves along 
the road leading from Engel. 


The agents, after fen joying themselves for 
a time, hitched up their team and started off. 
They had gotten only a. short distance from 
Engel when they were fired upon from am­ 
bush 
by 
the posse.

whatever for defence or escape. 
Both men

instantly.

of them was literally riddled, and when 
examined was found to have been hit by fif­ 
teen shots.

surrendered arms and ponies to Major Broth- 
erton. No speeches have yet been made as 
Sitting Bull and his orators were fatigued and 
hungry. They were placed in a camp be­ 
tween the post and boat landing, and are hi 
Major Brotherton’s charge as if iu irons.

correspondent visited Sitting Bull after his 
lodge was erected and cheered the old man by 
informing him that he had seen his lost 
daughter who the Canadians had told him was 
iu chains only a short time before, uud that 
she was well and happy. 
He expressed a de­ 
sire to talk after he had rested and eaten. 
The cavalcade, as it filed to the garrison, 
attracted much attention, 
it consisted of six 
arm y wagons loaded with squaws and child­ 
ren, followed by from twenty-five to thirty of 
Louis Legare’s Red river carts well filled 
with baggage. 
Sitting Bull himself, his 
chiefs and his headmen rode their ponies, and 
did not dismount and shake hands till they 
arrived at the place fixed upon for their 
camp. Sitting Bull has seemed more sullen 
and insolent tliari any of the chiefs that he 
has under his'.management,, although kind 
treatment will soon satisfy him. The gov­ 
ernment has accepted his surrender in good 
faith.

RAILE0AD LANDS. 


An Interesting Case. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Ju ly 2 0 .—The secretary of 
the interior to-day referred the case of the 
Central Pacific railroad vs. State of California 
involving Lhe right of title to certain lands 
within the limits of the company’s grant in 
Alamedo county to the attorney general for 
an opinion on the questions of law involved. 
This action, on the part of Secretary Kirk­ 
wood. will probably result in the speedy and 
final settlem ent of a long contested case of 
the lands in question, which were selected by 
California as indemnity school lands. After 
they had been w ithdraw n by the department 
fut the lieiieiiL ul railroads, they were Certi­ 
fied to the state in September, 1870. The 
company, however, has fully completed its 
road, and has, therefore, earned its lands un­ 
der the original 
granting 
act 
in June, 
1S79. 
W hen the case was first brought 
before 
the 
departm ent 
Mr. 
Sciiurz, 
in 
a 
decision, 
held 
that 
while 
he was of the opinion that the company had 
the better right to the lands, yet he considered 
certification to the state a final act of the de­ 
partment equivalent to a patent, and there­ 
fore the departm ent had no further jurisdic­ 
tion over the lands, nor any authority to 
issue patents to railroads. 


No further action was taken by Secretary 
Schurz. 
Secretary Kirkwood soon after tak­ 
ing charge of the departm ent considered the 
case, and to-day subm itted a statement of 
facts relating to it to the attorney general, re­ 
questing his opinion upon the following ques­ 
tions of law : 


First—Has the departm ent jurisdiction in 
the premises? and 


Second—Is there authority under the gen­ 
eral laws and express provisions of the grant 
ing act of July, 1862, to issue patents to rail­ 
roads for the lands In question?

BOLD THIEVES.

One of the most audacious-robberies In the 
history of crime was committed in the very 
heart of the business portion of Colorado 
Springs last Sunday evening. 
Two thieves 
enter Prewitt’s block, on Tejon street, be­ 
fore 11 o’clock at night, sneak into a sleeping 
apartment and steal the rings off of a lady's 
fingers and a watch from under her pillow. 


The facts in the case are as follows: Mrs. 


Hopkins, the wife of Mr. T, E. Hopkins, the 
photographer, had retired to her sleeping 
apartment adjoining the photograph rooms, 
in the Prewitt block, at about the hour of 9 
o’clock. Mrs. Hopkins did not lock the door, 
as she expected Mr. Hopkins to return soon. 


Between 10 and 11 o’cloek Mrs. Hopkins 
was awakened by. the sound of footsteps in 
her room, and .before she had realized what 
was progressing she saw a man bending over 
her bed with a knife In bis hand. The knife 
was pressed against her throat and she was 
commanded to tell where her money was.

The agriculture of the state is confined to 
the valleys, of which we mention the princi­ 
pal : The Cache-la-Poudre, a valley thirty-five 
miles long, with an abundant supply of wa­ 
ter; the Big and Little Thompson, the St. 
Vraln; Left Hand and Boulder, iu Boulder 
county; Ralston, Clear Greek, and South 
Platte. These are the principal agricultural 
valleys in Northern Colorado, and here two- 
thirds of the grain and vegetables of the state 
ture raised. Something like three-quarters of 
a million bushels of wheat, and about the 
same quantity of oats, barley, rye, corn and 
potatoes are raised. 


South of Denver the main producing val­ 
leys are the Foutaine-iiul-Bouille, Arkansas, 
Las Animas and Rio Grande. In these not 
so much progress has been made in turning 
their countless acres into cultivated fields and 
gardens; but attention of late has been at­ 
tracted to this part of the state, and the next 
few yeare will See a rapid progress in the de­ 
velopment of.Southern Colorado, not onlyjp 
agriculture but in horticulture.

He has much to unlearn.; It is 
beat to abandon old notions and begin anew. 
Dependent upon Irrigation for the growth of 
his crops, he must study the methods and 
meet the requirements of the climate. 
With 
a fixed purpose in his mind to overcome all 
the obstacles that daily present themselves to 
him, it will not be long before the new order 
of things will become familiar, and, once un­ 
derstanding the methods, he may rely upon 
nature for the rest. Bountiful harvests will 
crown his efforts, and excellent price* will 
cheer his heart and fill bis pocket. Irrigation 
is dreaded because it is not understood. Yet 
it is almost as old as civilization, and Oriental 
countries have depended upon it for uncount­ 
ed ages. The records of ancient history «re 
full of it and to-day In India, China and else­ 
where in Asia long and expensive irrigating 
are the reliance of millions to whom a 
failure of wafer would be starvation and 
death.

Dedicating a Five Thousand Dollar Oliurdi 
at Silverton. 


The following from the San Juan Herald, 
published at Silverton, Colorado, will prove 
interesting to many of our readers who are 
watching the progress of the Congregational 
church in that region, and who are personally 
acquainted with the pastor, the Rev. H. P. 
Roberts. The Herald says: “About one year 
ago, Rev. H. P. Roberts, pastor of the Con­ 
gregational society of this place, started out 
with the intention of raising funds for the 
purpose of buUding a church edifice in Silver­ 
ton, all services having previously been held 
to the school-house. 
He expected to get suf- 
ficient money pledged to erect a building 
suitable 
for 
the 
town to cost 
about 
two thousand dollars. 
The 
people 
re­ 
sponded 
so 
liberally 
that 
the 
orig­ 
inal 
plans 
were 
changed, 
and 
it 
was 
thereupon 
determined 
to 
raise 
‘enough to build a four thousand dollar house. 
Work was at once com m enced, the founda­ 
tion stone laid in due time and with appro­ 
priate ceremonies, and the building partially 
enclosed, when the October storms set in and 
further operations necessarily suspended for 
the winter. No work was dQne on the bulld- 
ing tiii this spring, when work Was resumed 
and the.building completed. As is often the 


case in buildings of this sort, unexpected ex­ 
penses were incurred, till the ediflco, includ­ 
ing the lots upon which it is built, had cost 
the sum of about five thousand dollars. On 
Sunday evening last the people assembled in 
the new church to witness the dedication 
ceremonies which had been previously an­ 
nounced to occur on that evening. A large 
concourse 
of 
people 
had 
assembled, 
and 
after 
the usual opening exercises 
Mr. Roberts made a preliminary statement, 
of which the foregoing is a synopsis, and 
stated moreover that there was a debt upon 
the church of about seventeen hundred dol­ 
lars, which sum he had advanced In order to 
complete the building and make it ready for 
occupancy. 
Having made his statement he 
left it with the people assembled to use their 
own judgment in wiping out the entire in­ 
debtedness. 
The Congregational society had 
promised to give five hundred dollars towards 
the church, providing the balance due was 
met by the people of Silverton. 
We are 
pleased to state that over twelve hundred 
dollars was raised by subscription in the 
space of less than half an hour, and the en­ 
tire sum needed to efface the debt pledged. 
This 
was a surprise, not only to Mr. 
Roberts, 
but 
to the 
congregation 
al­ 
so. 
Many 
of 
our 
citizens who had 
subscribed liberally on other occasions to the 
church building fund, came forward again 
and donated a second time, while new names 
were added with pleasure to the list, and we 
are gratified to say that the first Congregation­ 
al church of Silverton was duly dedicated to 
the worship of God, entirely free from any 
pecuniary claims. The dedication services 
were conductod by the Rev. 3Ir. Osborne, of 
Durango, and the discourse delivered by him 
on the occasion was replete with sterling com­ 
mon sense and eloquent appeal. The sermon 
was listened to throughout with rapt atten­ 
tion. 
The music on the occasion, as rendered 
by the choir, was superb, and a delightful ad­ 
junct to the very enjoyable exercises of an ex­ 
ceedingly pleasant and profitable occasion.“

Arrest of Some Southern Stage Robbers. 


The last number of the Durango Record 
gives the particulars of the capture of another 
portion of Allison’s gang of stage robbers as 
follows: “The gang of outlaws who for some 
time past have been committing slight depre­ 
dations, and who a few days since “held up” 
young Creek, and took from him pony,saddle, 
pistol, etc., were caught yesterday by Deputy 
Sheriff Heather and Jimmy Mooney in the 
following manner:

“ Officer Heather at onoe arrested Buckley, 
who ‘gave away’ the rest of the gang. He re 
ported the others being at Frank Micham’s 
milk ranch, about six miles west of here, on 
the road to Parrott. After arresting Buckley, 
Officer Heather, In company with Jimmy 
Mooney, started out to the ranch for the des­ 
peradoes-, but met two of them, named Charley 
Hardin and Tom Wall, near thé toll-gate, 
coming toward town. The officer at once 
halted them, and they gave up. They were 
immediately disarmed, and the officer and as­ 
sistant went 
on, 
taking the 
two dis­ 
armed men with them. 
When 
arrived 
at the 
ranch, Jim 
Bush, one of the 
leading lights of the gang, was wateiing his 
horse at the spring, and seeing the officers, at­ 
tempted to escape, but In trying to pull his 
refractory animal across the brook, the halter 
strap or rope caught on the trigger of his 
Colt’s forty-five, and the pistol going off shot 
him in the leg, the ball going clean through 
and courng out in the front of the shin­ 
bone, smashing the bone to pieces, a number 
of the pieces of the latter being pulled out at 
the time by his comrades. Thus does Ne­ 
mesis, sooner or later, overtake all wrong­ 
doers. 


“Dr. H. C. Clay was sent for, who went out 
Immediately. 
Shortly after his arrival anoth­ 
er of the gang, known as “Little Joe,” came 
up, and being well armed, attempted to draw 
on the officers, but the latter being too quick 
for him, he submitted and handed over his 
revolver. The men were brought to town, 
last evening, and all except Bush, the wound­ 
ed man, placed in jail. They will have a pre­ 
liminary hearing this p. in. before Judge Flag­ 
ler. We called in to see the man Bush, tht$ 
morning, and though dangerously wounded, 
he seems proof against fear. He breathes out 
maledictions innumerable against Buckley, 
the informer. 
He intimates that he and oth­ 
ers of the gang, could tell of dark deeds if 
they chose. 
The officers got four Winchester 
rifles and five Colt’s pistols, all 45-calibre. The 
Winchesters were fought in Durango,, only a 
short time since, SlSG being paid for them. 
They say the main man of the gang is not yet 
caught.”

MURDERED IN 00LD BLOOD. 


A Woman the Cause and Her Husband the 
Victim. 


S a n t a F e, N. M., July 15.—The New 
Mexican of to-morrow will contain an ac­ 
count of a horrible murder which was com­ 
mitted on the 8th inst., on the Animas, Rio 
Arriba county, N. M., about twenty miles 
above Farmington. A family named Lewis 
moved into this country this spring from 
Canon City, Colo. 
They were accotnpanlcd 
by a man named T. H. Jennings. It seems 
that an undue intimacy has for a long time 
been existing between Mrs. Lewis and Jen­ 
nings. 
Between the two a plan was arranged 
by which the husband, Lewis, should be mur­ 
dered 
and

The 
plan 
was 
carried 
into 
execution. 
On Friday, the 8th inst., Lewis was killed by 
Jennings, his body hid in the bushes during 
the daytime and buried at night in a hole 
alongside of an irrigating ditch and the water 
run over the ground iu order to eradicate all 
signs of the crime. The absence of Lewis 
was noticed, and Sheriff Blancett at once set 
to work to Investigate the matter. With skill 
equal to that of an experienced detective he. 
managed to find the body and fix the murder 
on 
Jennings. • A 
party was formed to 
lynch 
Jennings, 
but 
by 
the 
great 
influence possessed by Haines and Sheriff 
Blancett this was prevented. Jennings, upon 
the assurance of these gentlemen that he 
should not be lynched, made a full confession, 
stating that the woman was the cause of the 
entire matter and upon a promise of marriage 
from her be committed the deed. After the 
eoroner’s inquest an examination was held be­ 
fore Captain Haines, justice of the peace, at 
which the woman also confessed to being im­ 
plicated in the murder. Both of the prisoners 
were committed and will be taken to Tierra 
Amearella to be placed in jail.

We have 
known it to charge eight dollars a thousand 
Sor letter heads, which local printing offices 
would have done foi six dollars. Lake, Arap­ 
ahoe, £1 Paso, and many other counties are 
now patronizing home industries entirely.

The capital will go south of the Di­ 
vide anyway, but the victory will be all the 
more pleasant to have a respectable sort of an 
opposition.

We might also suggest 
other arguments, such as Arapahoe’s gener­ 
osity in allowing other counties to contribute 
more than their share to the state’s expenses, 
also the. disinterested manner In which her 
entire senatorial delegation strove to secure 
such legislation as would have paralyzed the 
Denver & Rio Grande and other loeal railroad 
corporations in their efforts to give railroad 
communications in various parts of tbe state.

Two Burglars Secure Their 
Booty in Colorado 
Springs. 


One of the most audacious-robberies In the 
history of crime was committed In the very 
heart of the business portion of Colorado 
Springs last Sunday evening. Two thieves 
enter Prewitt’s block, on Tejon street, be­ 
fore 11 o’clock at night, sneak into a sleeping 
apartment and steal the rings off of a lady’s 
fingers and a watch from under her pillow. 
The facts in the case are as follows: Mrs. 
Hopkins, the wife of Mr. T. E. Hopkins, the 
photographer, had retired to her sleeping 
apartment adjoining the photograph rooms, 
in the Prewitt block, at about the hour of 9 
o’clock. Mrs. Hopkins did not lock the door, 
as she expected Mr. Hopkins to return soon. 
Between 10 and 11 o’cloek Mrs. Hopkins 
was awakened by the sound of footsteps in 
her room, and before she had realized what 
was progressing she saw a man bending over 
her bed with a knife in his hand. The knife 
was pressed against her throat and she was 
commanded to tell where her money was. 
Half dead with terror, she replied that she 
had no money. The man then said, “You 
hare rings on, I will take them," and so say­ 
ing he coolly stripped a plain gold and a dia­ 
mond ring from her fingers.

Mrs. Hopkins observed that there was 
another man in the room who was engaged In 
ransacking the bureau. 
He had placed a 
dark lantern on a table and by its light she 
was able to see what was going on. 
The ruffian, with his knife at her throat, 
demanded cf her to tell whether she had any 
other jewelry.

Vrain; Left Hand and Boulder, in Boulder 
county; Ralston, Clear Creek, and South 
Platte. These are the principal agricultural 
valleys in Northern Colorado, and here two- 
thirds of the grain and vegetables of the state 
are raised. Something like three-quarters of 
a million bushels of wheat, and about the 
same quantity of oats, barley, rye, com and 
potatoes are raised. 
South of Denver the main producing val­ 
leys are the Fontaine-qul-Boullle, Arkansas, 
Las Ar.imas and Rio Grande. In these not 
so much progress has been made In turning 
their countless acres into cultivated fields and 
gardens; but attention of late has been at­ 
tracted to this part of the state, and the next 
few years will see a rapid progress In the de­

With 
a fixed purpose in his mind to overcome all 
the obstacles that daily present themselves to 
him, it will not be long before the new order 
of thing* will become familiar, and, once un­ 
derstanding the methods, he may rely upon 
nature for the rest. Bountiful harvests will 
crown his efforts, and excellent prices will 
cheer his heart and fill bis pocket. Irrigation 
is dreaded because it is not understood!. Yet 
It is almost as old as civilization, and Oriental 
countries have depended upon it for uncount­ 
ed ages.

Dedicating a Five Thousand Dollar Church 
at Silverton. 
The following fror. the San Juan Herald, 
published at Silverton, Colorado, will prove 
Interesting to many of our readers who are 
watching fee progress of the Congregational 
church in feat region, and who are personally 
acquainted with fee pastor, the Rev. H. P. 
Roberts. The Herald says: “About one year 
ago, Rev. H. P. Roberts, pastor of the Con­ 
gregational society of this place, started out 
with the intention of raising funds for the 
purpose of building a church edifice in Silver­ 
ton, all services having previously been held 
in the school-house. He expected to get suf­ 
ficient. money pledged to erect a building 
suitable 
for 
the town to cost 
about 
two thousand dollars. 
The 
people 
re­ 
sponded 
so 
liberally 
that 
the 
orig­ 
inal 
plans 
were 
changed, 
and 
it 
was 
thereupon 
determined 
to 
raise 
enough to build a four thousand dollar house. 
Work was at once commenoed, the founda­ 
tion stone laid in due time and with appro­ 
priate ceremonies, and fee building partially 
enclosed, when fee October storms set in and 
further operations necessarily suspended for 
the winter.- No work was done on the build­ 
ing till this spring, when work was resumed 
aad the building completed. As is often the 


case in buildings of this sort, unexpected ex­ 
penses were incurred, till the edifice, includ­ 
ing the lots upon which it is built, had cost 
the sum of about five thousand dollars. On 
Sunday evening last the people assembled in 
the new church to witness the dedication 
ceremonies which had been previously an­ 
nounced to occur on that evening. A large 
concourse 
of 
people 
had 
assembled, 
and 
after 
the usual opening exercises 
Mr. Roberts made a preliminary statement, 
of which the foregoing is a synopsis, and 
stated moreover that there was a debt upon 
the church of about seventeen hundred dol­ 
lars, which sum he had advanced in order to 
complete the building and make it ready for 
occupancy. 
Having made his statement he 
left it with the people assembled to use their 
own judgment in wiping out the entire In­ 
debtedness. The Congregational society had 
promised to give five hundred dollars towards 
the church, providing the balance due was 
met by the people of Silverton. 
We are 
pleased to state that over twelve hundred 
dollars was raised by subscription In the 
space of less than half an hour, and the en­ 
tire sum needed to efface the debt pledged. 
This was a surprise, not only to Mr. 
Roberts, but 
to the 
congregation 
al­ 
so. 
Many 
of

citizens who had 
subscribed liberally on other occasions to the 
church building fund, came forward again 
and donated a second time, while new names 
were added with pleasure to the list, and we 
are gratified to say that the first Congregation­ 
al church of Silverton was duly dedicated to 
the worship of God, entirely free from any 
pecuniary claims. The dedication services 
were conducted by the Rev. Mr. Osborne, of 
Durango, and the discourse delivered by him 
on the occasion was replete with sterling com­ 
mon sense and eloquent appeal. The sermon 
was listened to throughout with rapt atten­ 
tion. The music on the occasion, as rendered 
by the choir, was superb, and a delightful ad­ 
junct to the very enjoyable exercises of an ex­ 
ceedingly pleasant anu profitable occasion.” 


ALLISON'S OUTLAWS. 


Arrest of Some Southern Stage Bobbers. 
The last number of the Durango Record 
gives the particulars of the capture of another 
portion of Allison’s gang of stage robbers as 
follows: “The gang of outlaws who for some 
time past have been committing slight depre­ 
dations, and who a few days since “held up” 
young Creek, and took from him pony,saddle, 
pistol, etc., were caught yesterday by Deputy 
Sheriff Heather and Jimmy Mooney in the 
following manner: 
Officer Heather, heart is 
that Lee Buckley, one of the “chief moguls ’ 
of 
the gang, was in town, had an eye 
after him, and along In the afternoon found 
him at the building on lower F street, now 
improvised as a hospital for Slim and Oliver, 
recently wounded in the Florida melee. 
“ Officer Heather at onoe arrested Buckley, 
who ‘gave away’ the rest of the gang. He re 
ported the others being at Frank Micham’s 
milk ranch, about six miles west of here, on 
the road to Parrott. After arresting Buckley, 
Officer Heather, in company with Jimmy 
Mooney, started out to the ranch for the des­ 
peradoes-, but met two of them, named Charley 
Hardin and Tom Wall, near the toll-gate, 
coming toward town. The officer at once 
halted them, and they gave up. They were 
immediately disarmed, and the officer and as­ 
sistant went 
on, 
taking the 
two dis­ 
armed men with them. 
When 
arrived 
at the 
ranch, Jim 
Bush, one of the 
leading lights of the gang, was watering his 
horse at the spring, and seeing the officers, at­ 
tempted to escape, but in trying to pull his 
refractory animal across the brook, the halter 
strap or rope caught on the trigger of his 
Colt’s forty-five, and the pistol going off shot 
him in the leg, the ball going clean through 
and eourng out in the front of the shin­ 
bone, smashing the bone to pieces, a number 
of the pieces of the latter being puiied out at 
the time by his comrades. Thus does Ne­ 
mesis, sooner or later, overtake all wrong­ 
doers. 
“Dr. H. C. Clay was sent for, who went out 
Immediately. Shortly after his arrival anoth­ 
er of the gang, known as “Little Joe,” came 
up, and being well armed, attempted to draw 
on the officers, but the latter being too quick 
for him, he submitted and handed over his 
revolyer. The men were brought to town, 
last evening, and all except Bush, fee wound­ 
ed man, placed in jail. They will have a pre­ 
liminary hearing this p. m. before Judge Flag­ 
ler. We called in to see the man Bush, this 
morning, and though dangerously wounded, 
he seems proof against fear. He breathes out 
maledictions innumerable against Buckley, 
the Informer. He intimates that he and oth­ 
ers of the gang, could tell of dark deeds if 
they chose. The officers got four Winchester 
rifles and five Colt’s pistols, all 45-calibre. The 
Winchesters were fought in Durango,, only a 
short time since, S1S6 being paid for them. 
They say the main man of the gang is not yet 
caught.”

On Friday, the 8th inst., Lewis was killed by 
Jennings, his body hid in the bushes during 
the daytime and buried at night In a hole 
alongside of an irrigating ditch and the water 
run over the ground in order to eradicate all 
signs of the crime. The absence of Lewis 
was noticed, and Sheriff Blancett at once set 
to •‘vork to investigate the matter. With skill 
equal to that of au experienced detective he 
managed to find the body and fix the murder 
on 
Jennings.- A party was formed to

Jennings, 
but 
by

Blancett this was prevented. Jennings, upon 
the assurance of these gentlemen that be 
should not be lynched, made a full confession, 
stating that the woman was the cause of the 
entire matter and upon a promise of marriage 
from her he committed the deed.

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INDIAN COMMISSIONERS 


What They Have Accom­ 
plished Within Two 
Months. 


Interview with the Hon. T. 
A. McMorris, of the 
Commission. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


indian Commissioner P. A. McMorris, of 
this city, returned, from the Indian country 
j-esterday afternoon. 
A representative of the 
Gazette at once proceeded to interview Com­ 
missioner McMorris on his work in the south, 
mid from an extended conversation gathered 
the following facts: 


The Indian commissioners started from the 
Los Pinos agency on the Sth of June, inime- 
niediately after the arrival of General Mc­ 
Kenzie, and as soon as orders could be issued 
and the arrangements completed. 
The oil! 
cial party consisted of Commissioners llus- 
sell, Mears and McMorris, and Agent. Berry 
for the government, and Head Chief Capan- 
avero and Chief Gerro for the Utes. The 
escort consisted of Company A Fourth cavalry 
commanded by Captain Smith and Lieutenant 
Lockett. There was also a detachment of 16 
men from Company K, cavalry, commanded 
by Lieutenant Heuse. 
The infantry escort 
consisted of four companies of the Sixth regi­ 
ment. The usual complement of servants, 
packers, etc., accompanied the party. 


As has been said, the expedition left the 
Los Finos agency on the Sth of June, and 
proceeded down the Uneompiihgre river to its 
¡junction with the Gunnison. 
The latter river 
flvas crossed in a ferryboat constructed by the 
boldiers, the horses being compelled to swim, j 
friie river was found to have a rapid current 
and the water deep. 
Following Johnson’s 
jld trail they inarched to the Grand river, 
[forty-two miles north of the Gunnison. The 
crossing of the Grand was even more exciting 
mid perilous than that of the Gunnison. The 
stream was wider and deeper, and, if any­ 
thin':, more rapid, and the swimming over of 


t 
nore than one hundred head of stock was a 
nsk of no little danger. 
This work occupied 
jUm ]»ackers and soldiers all the afternoon, 
pntl the night's camp was pitched on the 
ather side. 


At this point the escort of four companies 
>f infantry went into camp, and the expedi- 
ion, abandoning the wagons, proceeded on 
lorsebjick with their luggage on pack mules, 
i’he march from here was in a northwesterly 
direction through the Grand liivei valley. 
This valley, Commissioner McMorris says, 
could be profitably cultivated by careful irri­ 
gation. The valley was earefulh' examined 
with a view of settling the Utes in it, but it 
was found to lack in grass, and therefore the 
idea was abandoned. 
There are at least 100,- 
¿00 acres of land in this valley that could be 
farmed, but skillful irrigation would 
be 
requisite. 


The Indians were dissatisfied with the val­ 
ley of the Grand and the march was con­ 
tinued. To the north and northwest of the 
Grand lliver valley is a range known as the 
Koan 
Mountain 
raugc or Book plateau. 
These mountains are from twenty-live to fifty 
miles from the river and lie between the 
Grand river and the Greene and White. 
Near 
t:m mountains are “bad lands” abounding in 
knobs and hills especially unproductive. 
The 
party camped on a creek not put down on the 
map and found the waters alkaline hi quality. 
They crossed the range by the way of the 
canon of the east fork of Salt creek over to 
Douglass creek to the W hite river. 
Here 
they found good grass and abundance of it. 
The expedition struck the W hite river about 
seventy miles above its entrance into the 
Greene. 


The valley of the White is about a mile in 
width and has for the most part good grass. 
On either side of the valley are “bad lands,” 
on which grow only sage, white sage, and 
bunch grass. This continues to Greene river. 
Where the White debouches into the Greene 
river there is a magnificent valley containing 
thousands of acres of land of exceedingly rich 
soil. This is in the territory of Utah. 
Com­ 
missioner McMorris was especially enthusias­ 
tic over the scenery of this valley. 
lie says 
it is diversified with rock formations similar 
to the gateway of the Garden of the Gods, 
and abounds in domes, cathedrals, pinnacles 
and spires of transcendent beauty and gran­ 
deur. 


About a mile below' the mouth of the White 
the Duchesne river empties into the Greene, 
and here is formed the W ausits or Antelope 
valley. There are at least 350,000 acres of 
land in this valley, of which at least a third 
may be converted to agricultural purposes. 
Only two men with their families were found 
inhabiting this vast domain, to which they 
have no right under the law, as it has never 
been thrown open either for purchase or pre­ 
emption. 
Fourteen years ago, 
and sev­ 
eral 
times 
subsequently, 
attempts 
have 
been 
made 
to 
settle 
this 
valley but the settlers have always been 
driven off by the Wliite Kiver and Uintah In­ 
dians who had no right to it except the right 
of superior force. 


This valley was settled upon by the com­ 
missioners as the reservation to which the 
Utes should be removed. 
The Indians were 
not r leased. No change could please them 
for they do not want to leave the Uncompah- 
gre- However Commissioner MeMorris does not 
apprehend any serious disturbance on the oc­ 
casion of the removal. 
Tlie decision as to the 
reservation was made of course after the re­ 
turn to the Los Pinos agency. 


From Antelope valley the commissioners 
proceeded to the Utah reservation in charge of 
Agent Critchlow. H ere they found about 
400 Indians, who occupy a reservation of 
1,800,000 acres, of.w hich they do not use 
more than 40,000 acres. H ere they found a 
flourishing school in progress w ith from 25 to 
80 native pupils, who are anxious to learn, 
and who are taught the E nglish, language, 


not least, how to work. All of these 400 In 
dians cultivate farms and appear to be doing 
well. Tabi, the chief of the U intahs’, called 
upon the commissioners and w anted to know 
to what the Indians owed the honor o f their 
presence or words to that effect though stated 
in less polite language. The comm issioners 
replied that they had come on a frien d ly visit 
and Tabi said “all right.” 


After making a stay of three days th e com­ 
missioners returned to the Greene riv er where 
their escort was encamped. Their hom ew ard 
journey was up Greene river, over th e Boan 
mountains by way of Evacuation creek. 


The trip was not very eventful. 
T h e only 
privation was that of good water, th e most 
of the streams and springs being im pregnated 
with alkali. No lives were lost and b u t little 
sickness experienced on the journey. 


Commissioner McMorris will superintend 
the removal of the Utes, and as soon as a gar­ 
rison can be established on the G reene river 
in the Antelope valley and supplies se n t in 
for the Indians, the work of removal w ill be­ 
gin. The commissioner thinks all th e w ork 
will be completed before winter, and th e U tes 
entirely removed from their present reserva­ 
tion.

Their 
Trip. 


The Pueblo Chieftain has a good w ord to 
say of Manitou as follows: “The Odd F e l­ 
lows’ excursion to Manitou took place S un 
day, and terminated in one of the m ost suc­ 
cessful affairs the Chieftain has had the pleas­ 
ure of chronicling in years. Three h u n d red 
and fifty-five of the city's pleasure seekers 
boarded the ten Jiio Grande coaches ch ar­ 
tered for the occasion, and were w hirled to 
the destined point, but little later than the ap­ 
pointed time. The iron horse puffed into th e 
depot at 11 o'clock, when the dusty crow d dis­ 
embarked and repaired to the Cliff house, 
which had been secured by the lodge com ­ 
mittee as headquarters for the day. 
H ere th e 
management had made ample preparations 
for the accommodation of the large num ber, 
and by 1 o'clock all had been properly re­ 
freshed and were in readiness for the buggies 
and carriages wherewith to visit the num erous 
places of interest which abound in th at lo­ 
cality.

WOOL MARKET. 


Good Prospects with no Probability o f a 
Decline.. 


Coates Bros., of Philadelphia, sends us the 
following current rates for wool: “In the early 
part of the month but little wool had arrived 
on the eastern markets. Buyers were out in 
all the wool growing sections and their com­ 
petition forced up prices considerably. 
T his 
made a strong feeling here, and many holders 
felt confident of higher values. Suddenly 
came the news of the attempted assassination 
of the president, which caused buyers to stop 
until they could determine whether any finan­ 
cial or business complications would follow. 
Since then the uncertainty aad anxiety has 
kept trade quiet, except on some special 
grades, and buyers have acted cautiously. 
Moreover considerable wool has now arrived 
on the eastern markets, and manufacturers 
find 
that 
they 
can 
obtain 
full 
supplies 
so 
that 
they 
have 
of 
late not been anxious buyers. Certain es­ 
pecial grades are yet in good demand. 
Me­ 
dium and fine combing and delaine fleece 
brings full quotations and is fast going into 
consumers’ hands. Strictly medium clothing 
is also in fair request. Fine ileece is not 
very active, while coarse is dull and low in 
price. Choice medium grades of Texas, Col­ 
orado or Territory wools, have sold readily a t 
good prices, while low and carpet grades go 
slowly. We trust to see a good trade soon, 
and the fact of prices having been lately m ain­ 
tained would warrant our expecting that there 
would now be no decline.

M edium and3ne choice. 


A correspondent of the Boston Herald, 
after describing the home of Mr. Frank R. 
Sherwin, the president of the company, gives 
the following interesting facts regarding this 
giant: “Mr. Sherwin’s house was originally 
the home of Lucien li. Maxwell, one of the 
famous characters in the American period of 
New Mexican history. The Maxwell grant is 
the largest of the celebrated New Mexican 
land grants, and its area exceeds that of the 
state of lihode Island. It contains 1,714,765 
acres, 219,000 of which are in Colorado. 
It 
was given in 1S41 by Manuel Armijo, military 
and civil governor of the province of New 
Mexico, to Carlos Beaubein and Gaudaloupe 
Miranda. Maxwell, who was a typical fron­ 
tiersman and one of Fremont’s scouts on his 
great expedition, married the daughter of 
Beaubien, and by 1868 he had acquired com­ 
plete title to the whole grant—principally by 
purchase. The grant was confirmed by con­ 
gress in June, 1860, and patented in May, 
186«. Here Maxwell ruled as absolutely as 
any prince, and was as much venerated and 
faithfully observed by his subjects, the Mexi­ 
cans and Indians. All his wishes and com­ 
mands were Implicitly followed, lie was 
gruff-spoken, hearty, generous and hospita­ 
ble, and all comers were welcome to his 
home. He was careless with his money, and 
would often lose large sums while traveling 
over his land, but it would inevitably be 
found and restored by some of his subjects. 
The old residents of the region are full of in­ 
teresting anecdotes of his reign. 
One is that 
the stage company, whose line passed through 
the Cimarron canon, made arrangements with 
Maxwell that the passengers should dine at 
his house. One day the stage brought a fine- 
appearing gentleman from New York. After 
his excellent meal he asked for the landlord, 
supposing the place to be a hotel. Maxwell 
was pointed out, and the stranger approached 
him, wishing to pay for his dinner. “There is 
no charge,” said Maxwell. 
The gentleman 
protested, saying he did not wisii to be under 
obligations. “Well, d-----n it, 520!” replied 
Maxwell. The New Yorker was astonished, 
but quietly handed over a £90 bill. Talcing, 
it, Maxwell dropped it into the flames of the 
open fire-place back to which lie was stand­ 
ing. 


The grant was purchased of Maxwell in 
1S70, by a company of British capitalists, bu t 
the person in control only cared to manipu­ 
late the stock, and did nothing to develop 
the property. After he had made his fortune 
by his operations, the grant finally fell into 
the. hands of the bondholders in Holland, 
who secured Mr. Frank U. Sherwin as man- 


iUseSt svnd p re sid e n t o f 'the n e w e o in jm n y , -w hich 
was organized after the foreclosure. 
.Mr. 
Sherwin and Col. .Reynolds of Providence 
control the greater portion of the stock. On 
taking possession of tiie Maxwell house, Mr. 
Sherwin remodelled it in its present perfect 
shape and he now contemplates still further 
improvements and additions. 
Cimarron is 
the seat of Colfax county, the most important 
part of which is included in the Maxwell 
grant. 
It is now a town of only about three 
hundred inhabitants. But, with its beautiful 
situation, nestling at the foot of the noble 
mountains, and just at the mouth of one of 
the most picturesque canons in the range, with 
its nucleus of cultivated society, it ought to 
be one of the most charming places on the 
eastern slope of the rockies, especially when 
it has been made, accessible by a projected 
branch of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. 
The entire place makes an impression of pre­ 
vailing good taste. 
The houses are nicely 
constructed, and kept in perfect order; young 
and flourishing shade trees border the irriga­ 
ted streets, and the town has recently receiv­ 
ed from Col. Reynolds the gift of $5,000 for a 
public library. 


etc.—there are now 175 miles of fence on the 
grant, and there will soon be 200 miles.

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PEEU DISTRICT. 


Some Description of Its Mines and Pros­ 
pects. 
, 


From the Leadville Circular. 


Among other districts which are attracting 
considerable attention at present is the Peril 
district, which is on the Pacific slope, about 
thirty-two 
miles southeast of 
this place. 
From this point it is reached by the high line 
road. The ores of the district resem ble those 
of Clear Creek county, consisting m ainly of 
argentiferous galena and gold-bearing quartz. 
The existence of these ores has been known 
for many years, but the difficulty of moving 
in supplies and transporting ore out has thus 
far proved an insurmountable obstacle to the 
development of the camp. Small am ounts of 
ore have been shipped to Breckinridge, but 
not nearly as much as 
the camp 
could 
afford. Judging from the assays thus far 
made, the ores of Peru are higher than most 
of the ores of that section of that belt. 
It is 
no uncommon thing to find galenas carrying 
1,000 ounces of silver. How much of this 
material there is, nothing but actual working 
will enable the miners to discover. 
Among 
the mines opened and more or less regularly 
worked, may be named the Delaware, with 
300 feet of development and 2 
feet of gale­ 
na, carrying according to the latest runs 150 
ounces of silver; the Whale w ith 70 feet of 
development and a rich galena pay streak 
from 8 to 16 inches thick; the Peruvian with 
800 feet of workings and a good strong vein; 
the National Treasury with a 75-foot shaft 
and a vein 2)4 feet wide; the Paym aster with 
an 85-foot shaft and a 5-foot vein heavy 
in lead, 
carrying about 100 
ounces 
in 
silver; the Moose lode, with assessm ent work 
done and some pay ore near the su rface; the 
Morning Star, with a 50-feet shaft and a wide 
vein of quartz with galena; the Rothschild, 
ecimens from which assay 1,300 ounces; 
e Boulder Boy, from which ore lias been 
ken which assays 3,000 ounces near the siir- 
oe; the Lone Star or Nigger consolidation, 
ith very rich black sulphurets; the Russia, 
ith an 8-feet crevice of gold quartz, etc., etc.

THE NEW HOTEL. 


Complete 
Plans 
Received 
From the Architects. 


Some Description of the Ex­ 
terior and Interior of 
the Building. 


The completed plans for the new hotel 
building have arrived, and through the court­ 
esy of Dr. Solly, we have been permitted to 
look them over. 
W e will endeavor to give 
our readers a general idea of the appearance 
the building will present when completed, 
and also some description of its internal ar­ 
rangements. 


Owing to the natural grade of the ground 
at the western end of P ik e’s Peak avenue, 
the hotel will present a w estern trout of lour 
stories, while the eastern exposure will present 
three stories and a basem ent. 
In a previous 
article we have given a general idea of the 
shape of the building, w hich will have large 
courts filling east aiul west, and around these 
courts will be placed verandas. 
These ver­ 
andas will have sloping roofs ju st under the 
windows of the second story. 
The roofs are 
made sloping, not only for architectural effect 
but also to prevent th eir becoming a play 
ground for chi;.:ren, whose romping on the 
roof would be annoying to the occupants of 
the contiguous apartm ents. 
The east court 
will be sodded and in its centre a fountain 
will be ]ilaced. 


The sanitary arrangem ents of the hotel 
have been carefully7 looked after by Dr. Solly, 
who prepared the prelim inary plans with a 
view to securing the maximum degree of 
health and eomfoi t. 
One object was to se­ 
cure as much quiet as possible, and therefore 
the oflices, kitchens, bow ling alley, etc., are 
all placed in the northern extreme of the 
building. 
A nother object to be gained was 
the securing of plenty of warm th and sun­ 
light in the w inter and an abundance of shade 
in the summer. 
These have been provided 
for in a very ingenious m anner. 
The portion 
of the building facing the south is supplied 
with a piazza which has no roof, thus giving 
guests ail opportunity to enjoy the full bene­ 
fit of the sunlight. 
On the north and east 
and west are many banging balconies, which 
shade the windows and keep the rooms cool 
and are besides very ornam ental. 


The building in its general architecture is 
in the (.¿ueen A nne style. 
Two towers rise, 
lrom the inner corners ot the eastern court, 
each capped w ith a well shaped dome, while 
on either side of the w est court are bow win­ 
dows reaching the entire height of the build­ 
ing. 
The material of which the building will 
be constructed will be stone, probably of the 
pink color ornam ented w ith white. 
This 
matter has not as yet been definitely settled 
but should pink stone be decided upon it will 
be carefully selected w ith regard to similarity 
of tint. 


The internal hrrangemerrts oi the hotel are 
very ingenious and quite too intricate to be 
explained in detail 
w ithout the 
aid 
of 
the drawings, however; we will give some 
of the 
general 
features 
of 
each 
floor. 


lu the basement are situated the kitchens, 
engine room, T urkish baths, play room for 
children, servants’ rooms, etc. 


On the first floor in the northw est part of 
tlie building is a spacious dining room, next 
to this the breakfast room, in the northeast 
comer are the oflices, and in the southwest 
corner a handsome draw ing room. 
On the 
south side are a num ber of chambers. 
The 
uncovered veranda already alluded to extends 
along the south side, w hile covered porticos 
ornament the rem aining three sides. 
The 
ladies’ entrance is on the north side of the 
hotel. 


T h e second floor is divided into chambers 
and suites of apartm ents. 
An elevator in the 
northern end of the building furnishes the 
means of reaching all of the upper floors. 
Two wells for light and air are placed in the 
southern and northern wings and extend to 
the roof where they open into a ventilator. 
Around these wells are grouped bath rooms 
and closets which are thoroughly ventilated 
by means of the well. 
T here are eight public 
and six private bath rooms on each floor 
exclusive of 
the 
T urkish 
baths 
in 
the 
basement. 
Fire 
places 
are 
introduced 
when convenient into suits of apartm ents on 
each floor. 
T he 
third 
and fourth floors 
are arranged in much the same manner as the 
second. 
All the rooms are large enough for 
a double bed and there are 109 guest cham­ 
bers. 


Work will be begun as soon as the con­ 


tr a c ts n r - l*‘t. 
Mr. Furber, of New York, 
who has foi ni.u.y years been connected w ith 
Messrs. Peabody <fc Stearns, the architects, is 
expected to arrive here next Saturday, and 
will remain to superintend the erection of 
the hotel.

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial,- who reviews the condition of the 
colony at llugby, Tenn., in a long letter, con­ 
cludes as follows 


“I do not think 011 the whole that ltugby is 
tlie fraud which some people who have been 
induced to come here seem to consider it. 
Its 
‘secret nistory’ fully explains its present stag­ 
nation ; but it has managed to stagnate along, 
as it has done so far, chiefly through a relig­ 
ious observance of the eleventh command­ 
ment—‘Thou shalt not be found out.’ 
The 
board certainly owes some account of its 
stewardship to the public, but the fear it has 
of publicity js something ludicrous. 
W hen 
the settlers had prepared an effigy of Mr. 
lioyle, to be burned in front of that gentle­ 
m an’s lodgings as a hint of the love and re­ 
spect in which he was held, the argument by 
which the officials of the board succeeded in 
preventing the performance was that the 
affair would get into the papers. 
And so be 
allowed to' muddle along as it likes, and 
to make as much money as it can, seems to 
be the ouly desire of the present manage­ 
ment. 
But Rugby deserves a better fate: it 
is a lovely, fertile and wonderfully healthful 
spot, and it is the natural door to the great 
fertile section of the table land which lies in 
its rear. 
To develop that district was at one 
tim e the professed object of the board,^and to 
do so is still the object of Messrs. Clarke, 
and of all the natives themselves, and even of 
the Rugby settlers: but the board does not 
now apparently care to do so, and lienee the 
very real antagonism between the interests 
of the board and those of the Clarkes, of 
w hich'I have spoken. 
Rugby' is certainly 
very sick at present, but it should be remem­ 
bered the only complaint it is suffering from 
is bad management. 
To save tlie place one 
of two things is absolutely necessray; either 
that Mr. Thomas Hughes himself should come 
over and take the management (he is univer­ 
sally beloved aud respected), or that the pres­ 
ent board should sell out its interest to some 
company competent to m ake the place a suc­ 
cess. 
If one of these two things is not 
done, and done speedily,' Rugby will give a 
few more UttlevJ&c&g, - bepome comatose and 
[ stale into pbliylojj.”

Investigating Affairs on Rux- 
ton Creek. 


No Especial Danger of Con­ 
taminating the Water, 


The matter of allowing campera to pitch 
their tents above the water head of the city 
crater works, on Buxton .creek, has attracted 
considerable attention of late. 
Letters hate 
been received and-printed by the Gazette 
upon this subject, various comments and com­ 
plaints have been made. The question being 
one oi considerable public interest, an inves 
tigation of the matter was resolved upon. 


Yesterday afternoon a reporter of the Qxz- 
Erne rode over to Manitou to investigste the 
present state of affairs in Engleman’s canon 
and Buxton’s creek. 
The question as to the 
cleanliness and neatness of the campets was 
one that the reporter desired to investigate, 
and another was thè proximity of thè tents to 
the streams. A ride past the Iron Ute spring 
and up to the head of the canon, developed 
the fact that none of the tents were on the 
bank of the creek but that all were well re­ 
moved. An inspection of the premises was 
made in such a manner as not to give offense 
and resulted in the conviction upon the part 
of the reporter that cleanliness and neatness 
prevailed.

the waters upon the part of the campers, 
They were all respectable people who had 
leased the. land upon which their tents . were 
pitchcd and all took the utmost pains to pre­ 
serve the greatest neatness. On the other 
hand there was a source of .pollution In the 
many picnic parties which visited the head of 
the eaSon. Horses were hitched on the edge 
of the stream and fragments of food and 
empty cans were tossed into the water.

What Scientifio Men Think of Its Valaa 
jble Properties. 


The county commissioner:; of Arapahoe 
county seems to have a great deal of trouble 
in deciding upon the kind of stone: to be used 
In the new court house. 
The Denver News, 
of yesterday, had an exhaustive, editorial 
upon the subject which seems to favor Mani­ 
tou atone. 
Assayer Burlingame and the 
state school of mines, have made a report 
which appears in the Golden Globe. The re­ 
port is as follows: 


“SeMstones are not so expensive as gran­ 
ites, are nearly as easily quarried as lime­ 
stones,-retain their natural color and with­ 
stand freit and 
better, and have at least 
as mueh solidity. In a country like Colorado, 
where the carboniferous, cretaceous and ter­ 
tiary sandslUmes are extensively developed, 
there is a ¿■eat variety and a wide range for 
choice.- - There are sandstone beds near Fort 
Collins, Coal creek, Canon city, Morrison, 
Manitou and other places. Of the Coal creek. 
Fort Collins and Manitou stones chemical 
analyses have been made by Prof. Milton 
Mogs, and of the Canon city stone (Brantford 
quarry) by E. E. Burlingame. 
The Canon 
city, Morrison and Manitou stone have been 
tested at the Bio Grande shops by hydraulic 
pressure. 


For the tests in the Rio Grande shops, 
made January 20, 1881, cubes oi eight inches 
were ■ used, and the weight necessary for 
crushing was noted in tons. The results, re­ 
duced to pounds per square inch, are as fol- 
lows: Canon City stone (Brantford quarry) 
pulverized at 1,400 pounds per square inch— 
Morrisonstone pulverized at 1,900, and Man­ 
itou stone crushed to-pieces, not pulverized, 
at 2,340 pounds. 


The amount of hygroscopic moisture In the 
stones’of Coal creek, Fort Collins and .Mani- 
tou.analyaed by Prof. Milton Moss aud de­ 
termined by drying at a temperature of 150 
degrees centigrade, is very slight—not more 
than about three-tenths of one per cent. 


The analysis show« that the Coal creek 
atone contains toó much soda and potash. 
These; upon exposure to the atmosphere and 
TOinSj Would gradually cause the disintegra­ 
tion of the stone. This stone is also very 
.friable. 


The .Canon City stone contains too little ce­ 
ment, more fiian 86 p er cent being » an d p a r- 
ifcZet. Thla stone is friable and not very 
tart* as the tests in the Kio Grande shops 


The Fort Collins stone has more cement 
tfcapi the Coal creo», mostly of an argUlaceous 
character. It effervesces with adds.' So far 
asknown no test has been made upon Its 
power of .resistance. It possesses a very uni­ 
form grain and color. 


The Manitou stone, as may be seen from 
the analysis, has the most desirable propor­ 
tion of a pure argillaceous cement to iced 
sand ptfrticles. 
It gives a ringing' sound un­ 
der the hammer and,ia very fiue^pralned, so 
much,so that it can be used as. pm ornamental 
stone. It has the greatest solldityof the dif­ 
ferent sandstones tested in the Bio Grande 
shops. 
In this respect, as well as in 
many other particulars. It can compete with 
.the best sandstones of Europe .for building 
purposes. • 
* This is a very flattering verdict, and one 
which will be received with pleasure by every 
citizen of Colorado Springs and Manitou. The 
News, editorially, comments on the. report as 
follows: “The above, we believe, has all been 
approved and found correct so far as submit* 
tod .to test in the progress of the court house. 
It .behooves the commissioners, therefore, as 
careful guardians of the people’s interest, to 
see that all defective material is rejected at 
.«wee, and that all doubts are resolved in favor 
#f the durability, beauty and true worth of 
the structure. We ar« .sorry for the Brant* 
■iqrd stone, but-where sentiment and fact col* 
lide.the .former must expect to be badly tele* 
¿coped.’*

A Woman the Oausa and Her Husband the

SANTA FE, N. M., July 15.—The New 


Mexican of to-morrow will contain an ac- 
count of a horrible murder which was com- 
mitted on the 8th inst, on the Animas, Rio 
Arriba county, N. M., about twenty miles 
above Farmlngton. A family named Lewis 
moved into 'this country this spring from 
CaSon City, Colo.

Sherwin, the president of the company^ gives 
the following Interesting facts regarding* ihl& 
grant: ."Mr. Sherwto's house was origiqaliy 
the home of Lucien B.Maxwell, one {of > the 
famous characters hi the American peiipuYol; 
New Mexican history. The Maxwell grant is 
the largest of the celebrated New.Mexican, 
land grants, and Its area exceeds that of;: • the 
state of Rhode Island. It contains 1,714,7:05 
acres, 210,000 of which are in Colorado.^ It 
was given in 1841 by Manuel Armijo.jnilitary 
and civil governor of the province*of New 
Mexico, to Carlos Beaubein and Gaudftloupe 
Miranda. Maxwell, who .was a typical ,vfron-i 
tiersman and one of Fremontfs scouts on hisr 
great expedition, married* the !daughter- ot 
Beaubien, and by:1868 he had acquired com- 
plete title to tlie whole grant—principally by. 
purchase. The grant was confirmed by con- 
gress In June, 1860, and patented in,. May,. 
1869. Here Maxwell-ruled as absolutely as 
any prince, and was as much venerated and 
faithfully observed by Us subjects, the Mexi- 
cans and Indians. All his wishes and com-, 
ihands were Implicitly followed. He was 
gruff-spoken, hearty, generous and hosplte: 
ble, and all comers were welcome to his 
home. He was careless with his money, and 
would often lose large sums while, traveling 
over his land, but it would inevitably be 
found and restored by some of his subjects. 
The old residents Pf tlie region are.full'ofln-, 
teresttog anecdotes of hlsreign.k One is that 
the stage company, whoseline passed, through 
the Clmarron canon, made 'arrangements with 
Maxwell that the passengers should dine at 
his house.
